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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  during  January  vas  estimated  at 
52;  555,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  vas  at  about  the  same- 
level  as  a year  earlier,  but  down  2 percent  from  the  record  high  output  in  January 
1969 . Seasonally,  production  decreased  2 percent  from  December  1970  to  January 
1971 • This  is  in  contrast  to  no  change  between  these  months  last  year  and  an 
increase  of  8 percent  two  years  ago.  During  January, above -normal  monthly  me* 
temperatures  occurred  southwest  of  a line  from  western  Montana  to  the  Florida  Pan- 
handle and  belov-normal  temperatures  northeast  of  that  line.  Most  of  the  Great 
Lakes  region  averaged  much  colder  than  normal.  The  milkfat  content  of  ice  cream 
manufactured  in  the  Unite!  Scales  during  January  averaged  10. 5 percent, compared 
with  10.6  percent  in  both  July  1070  and  January  1970 . 

Compared  with  January  1970,  ice  cream  production  changes  by  regions  were  mined. 
Output  increases  ranged  from  1 percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  East  North 
Central  Regions  to  7 percent  in  the  South  Central.  An  increase  of  4 percent  occurred 
in  the  Mountain  States.  Production  was  down  slightly  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region, 

4 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  and  9 percent  in  the  Pacific.  In  the  three 
leading  ice  cream-producing  stares,  production  was  down  12  percent  in  California, 
bu'  up  4 percent  in  both  Now  York  and  Pennsylvania. 

Ice  cream  production  changes  from  December  1970  to  January  1971  by  regions  were 
mixed.  Decreases  ranged  from  1 percent  in  the  Mountain  States  to  10  percent  in  the 
West  North  Central* Also,  output  was  off  5 percent  in  the  Pacific  Region  and  3 percent 
in  the  North  Atlantic.  Increases  varied  from  2 percent  in  the  East  North  Central 
States  to  9 percent  in  the  South  Central.  Production  was  5 percent  larger  In  the 
South  Atlantic.  In  the  three  leading  states,  ice  cream  production  was  down  8 per- 
cent in  both  California  and  Pennsylvania  and  11  percent  in  New  York.

production  of  ice  mill:  in  the  United  States  during  January  vac  estimated  at 
14,735,000  gallons --a  new  record  high  for  the  month.  Output  at  this  level  is  1 
percent  larger  than  for  both  January  1970  and  January  1969. 

Production  decreased  2 percent  from  December  1970  to  January  1971,  in  contrast 
to  seasonal  increases  of  1 percent  between  these  months  last  year  and  13  percent 
two  years  earlier.  Declines  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  East  North  Central 
and  the  South  Atlantic . 

Compared  wi  oh  January  1970,  output  held  about  s toady  ir.  the  North  Atlantic 
States.  Increases  in  the  Uest  North  Central  and  South  Atlantic  Regions  more  than 
offset  decreases  in  the  remainder  of  the  country .

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  daring  January  totaled  3,155,000 
gallons --up  2 percent  from  the  same  month  a year  ago,  but  down  2 percent  from  1969 . 

From  December  1970  to  January  1971,  production  advanced  4 percent,  compared 
with  seasonal  gains oi  1 percent  between  these  months  a year  earlier  and  25  percent 
two  years  ago.  Production  hold  steady  in  the  Mountain  States,  but  declined  in  the 
South  Atlantic  and  pacific  Regions.  Advances  occurred  in  die  North  Atlantic,  both 
North  Central  Regions  and  the  South  Central. 

Compared  with  January  1970,  output  held  steady  in  the  Mountain  States,  but 
was  down  in  the  East  North  Central  and  Pacific  Regions.  Increases  occurred  in  all 
other  parts  of  the  country.

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MELLORINE  - TYPE  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 

United.  States  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats 
and  oils  other  than  ruilhfat  in  January  was  estimated  at  3,405,000  gallons.  Output 
at  this  level  is  up  1 percent  from  1970,  but  down  11  percent  from  the  record  high 
January  production  in  1969. 

Output  advanced  5 percent  from  December  1970  to  January  1971;  the  same  as  the 
seasonal  increase  between  these  months  a year  ago.  In  contrast,  production  jumped 
30  percent  between  December  1968  and  January  1969*  Decreases  occurred  in  Missouri, 
Louisiana  and.  Arizona.  Qutput  held  steady  in  Montana.  All  other  Mellorine -producing 
states  showed  increases. 

Compared  with.  January  1970,  output  was  smaller  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  Alabama, 
Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  Montana,  Arizona  and  California.  These  decreases  were  more  than 
offset  by  sharp  increases  in  Arkansas,  Teuas  and  Oregon.
